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Among the most beautiful and extraordinary 
works of the present day, in this vicinity, is the 
bridge over the Wissahiccon Creek, near ifs 
junction with the Schuylkill river, about five 
mies from the city. is structure, whether 
considered in reference to the boldness of the 
undertaking, or the beauty and strength of the 
work is uuquestionably calculated to excite at- 
tenuon. The bridge was constructed for the 

assuge of the Rail-road from Philadelphia to 
lanayunk, and tn this place passes over a short 
section of country, by no means well adapted 
for the purpose. A deep gorge ts formed by the 
waters of the Creek, and the heavy ridges on 
either side, would bid defiance to the labours of 
manif cirected to any other purpose than that 
which has now been so successfully accomplished 
in the erection of the bridge. 

The form of the bridge will be seen by re- 
ference to the engraving. It w 474 feet long, 
supported by two substantial piers, built’ of 
granite, a species of stone that abounds in the 
newhbourhood. It ts coastructed on the lattice 
oe with four chords ruanimg horizontally. The 
ower beams reston the chords, and the upper, 
those which support the Rail- way, are sustained 
by angular braces, standing at an angle of 33 
degrees, inchoing saward at top. The first sec- 
twn is 157 feet 6 inches in length, and the other 
two sections divide the remaiming distance. 
The piers are 2* feet by 6 at top, — the height

about sv feet. The whole work was comncuced 
and finished tor travelling, in the short space of 
70 days, an instance of enterprise and expedi- 
thon, which, considered in connection with the 
difiealty of the undertaking, hability to vec 
dent, &c. may well be regarded as remarkable. 

The wooden work was undertaken and con- 
structed by Andrew Youug, Faq. Architect.a 
tleman of talent, skill and enterprise, who 
a remarkably successful in the many 
works of the kind he has been enge ged in. 

The scenery to the vicinity of this bridge is 
among the finest and most picturesque on the 
Schuylkill. The adjoining « ountry ws undula- 
ting, and agreeably diversified with beautiful 
follage, and highly cultwwated fields. The slope 
of the ridges on each side of the Schuylkill, is 
seen. to great advantage frem this elev ation, 
and the vi woof the romantic Wissahiceon, its 
artificial falls, and tuckly covered green banks, 
is at any ime worth a ride to the place, to those 
who appreciate fine scenery. The associations 
of the Wissaluccon are of the most dehghtful 
character, and a walk along its winding and un- 
even course,at all ines proves an agreeable 
recreation to the demzen of a large city. The 
beauties of this place are vot as highly appreci- 
ated as they should be, but the facility of reach- 
ing the spot having recently been se much in- 
creased, by the extension of the rail-road, it 
presumed that the number of visiters will be 
greatly augmeated.

ROCKY MOUNTAINS. 

The Rocky Mountains extend from lat. about 
70 N. to Mexico, where the chain is continued 
by the Cordilleras. “Ther distance from the Pa 
eric Ocean os about the same as that of the Al 
leghames trom the Atlantic ; but their extent, 
breadth and height are much greater than those 
of the Alleghanies. This range of mountains has 
been distinguished by a variety of names, atnong 
which are the Rocky, Shining, Mexican, Chip- 
pewyan,and Andes, The geveral course of the 
range w= about N.N.W.oor S.S.B. ots breadth 
varies from fifty to one bundred miles. They 
rise abruptly out of the plains which are extend- 
@! at their base on the east side, towermg into 
{' aks of great height. which render therm vist-

They gradually be- 
come less fertile, on ascending from the mouth 
of the rivers on which they are situated, until 
at length they exhibit a sterile and arid appear- 
ance. The valley of the Platte, frm its mouth 
to its constituent forks, spreads to the width of 
ten or twelve miles, and forms a moat beautiful 
expanse of level county. It is bounded on both 
sides by high lands, elevated twenty or thirty 
feet above the valley,and connected therewith 
by gentle slopes.

The detachment lefi the camp before sunrise, 
and taking the most direct route across the plains, 
arrived at eleven o'clock at the base of the 
mountain. Here Lieutenant Swift found a place 
suited to his purpose, where also was a Conveni- 
ent spot for those who were to ascend the moun- 
tain. to leave their horses in a narrow valley, di- 
viding transversely several sandstone ridges, 
and extending westward to the base of the Peak. 

After we had dined, and luag up some provi- 
sions in a Jarge red cedar tree, vear the spring, 
tnteading it for a supply on our return, we tok 
leave of Licutenant Swilt and began to ascend 
the mountain. We carned with us,each a small 
blanket,ten or twelve pounds of bison meat, 
three gills of parcbed-corn meal, and a small 
kettle. 

The sandstone extends westward from the 
springs, about three huudred yards, rising ra- 
pon the base of the mountain. Its ofa 
deep red colour, usually compact and fine, but 
sometimes embracing angular fragments of pe- 
trosilx and other siheious stones, with a lew or- 
game impressions.

In ascending, we found the surface m many 
Places, covered with this loose and crumbled 


granite, rolling from under our feet, and ren 


dering the ascent extremely difficult. We be- 
gan to credit the assertions of the purde, whohad 
condacted us to the foot of the Peak; and leit us 


with the assurance that the whole of the moun- 
tain to its summits, wae covered with lowe saad 
and yravel,so that though many attempts bad 
been made by the Indians and by hunters to as- 
cend it, none had ever proved successiul. We 
passed several of these tracks, not without some 
anpreheusion for our lives, as there was danger 
when the foot-hold was lost of sliduayy 
down and bemy thrown over preempuces. 

Alter clambenng wiih oxtreme tatigue over 
about two muilesja which several of these danyer- 
ous places vecurred we thited alsuuset ina emnall 
cluster of firtrees.

x about two oclock we found ourselves so 
much exhausted, as to render a halt necessary. 
Mr. Wilson who had accompanied us as a vo- 

, lunteer, bad been left behind some time since, 
j and could not now be secn in any direction. As 
| we felt some anxiety on his account, we halted 
and endeavoured toapprize hun of our situation; 
but repeated calls, and the discharging of the 
rifleman’s prece produced no answer. We there- 
fore determined to wait some time to rest, and 
to eat the proviswns we had brought, hoping in 
| the meantime he would overtake us. 
Here, as we were sitting at our dinner, we ob 
served several small ammels, nearly of the 
jmze of the commen gray squirrel, but shorter 
jand more clumsily formed. They were of a 
i dark gray colour, inching to brown, but a short 
}thiek head, and erect rounded ears. In habits 
and appearance, they resetuble the prairie dog, 
and are beheved to be a species of the same ge 
hus. The mouth of their burrow is usualiy plac- 
ed under the projection of a rock, near these 
we afterwards saw several of the littl annals, 
| watching our approach and utiering a shrill note 
somewhat lke that of the ground squirrel. Se- 
veral attewpts were made to procure a specimen 
of thes anunal, but always without success, as 
i we had no guns but such as carned a heavy bell. 

After sitting about half an hour, we found our- 
selves somewhat refreshed, but much benurnbed 
with cold. We now found it would be unpossi- 
ble to reach the summit of the mountain, and 
return to our camp of the preceding might, do-

j ring that part of the day which remained; but 


as we could not persuade ourselves to turn back, 
omplished the ascent, 
we resvived to take our chance of spending the 
myght, on whatever part of the mountain, might 
overta ke us.

structure, 

Ry removing a few of these fragments, they 
were found to rest upon a bed of tee, which is of 
great thickness, and may, perhaps, be as perma 
nent and as old as the rocks, with which 1 oc 

| curs. 

It was about 4 o'clock P. M., when we arrived 
on the sumuaut. in our way we had attempted 

| to cross a large field of snow, which oecupied a 
deep ravine, extending down half a mule trom 
the top, on the south-eastern side of the nak 











ear. 
This was fount impassible, being covered wih 
a thin tee, not sufferently strong to bear the 
weight of aman. We had not been long on the 
summit, when we were rejaned by the man, who 
had separated from us near the outskirts of the 
timber. He had turned aside and lain down to

From the summit of the Peak, the view t 
wards the north, west, and southwest, isdivers:
